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Johnson Turns 
to Budget and 
Spending Curbs

. WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres- 
ident Johnson told Secretary of 
the Interior Udall today tnat he 
wants the Interior Department 
—not the White House — to set 
national oil policy. 


It seemed apparent that John- 


son, coming irom a major oil- 
producing state, wanted to iree 
nimself in advance of any sug- 
gestion that his Texas ties were 
influencing national oil policy. 


Udall aiso reported, alter a 


meeting with Johnson, that his 
department's budget, going to 
Congress next montn, will pro- 
vide for "some new starts" on 
water projects—always a major 
concern in the Western states. 


The secretary said the Interi- 


or budget has been pretty well 
fixed and can be described as 
a "hold-the-line budget, which 
is pretty good in a growing 
country." 


In giving Udall's department 


primary responsibility tor draft 
ing oil policy, Johnson broke 
with the pattern 
followed by 


President Kennedy. Under Ken- 
nedy, the White House was the 
center of policy-making in this 
area. 


The most important facet of 


national oil policy is deciding 
how much oil must be imported. 


Johnson focused most of his 


attention again today on the fed- 
eral budget—including a propos- 
al to curb spending by eliminat- 
ing some defense installations. 


Johnson scheduled a morning 


meeting with Secretary of De- 
fense Robert S. McNamara anc 
Gen. Maxwell D. Taylor, chair- 
man of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to go over some aspects of the 
military budget. 


Top Budget Bureau officials

Frank Sinatra Jr., singing son of 
the famed crooner and film 
star, was abducted by two men 
at gunpoint Sunday night from 
his motel room just before he 
was to go on stage at a casino, 
sheriff's deputies reported. 


Several hours later police ra- 


dio broadcasts alerted all units 
to look for two men for question- 
ing. They were identified as Jo- 
seph James Sorce, 23, and 
Thomas Patrick Keating, 21. 


Officers available to newsmen 


gave no reason why the men 
were sought. Nor were they 
identified further. 


Authorities said the FBI had 


been called in on the case. 


Deputies immediately set up 


roadblocks on mountain roads 
in the Lake Tahoc area, already 
made difficult by three inches 
of snow.

Negro to 
Get 3rd Trial 
for Murder 


NASHVILLE, Ark. (AP)-Ed- 


ward Walton Jr., a 31-year-old 
Negro twice sentenced to death, 
will face his third trial Wednes- 
day for first-degree murder. 


Walton is accused of shooting 


Roy Hollman, a night watch- 
man at a service station in Ash- 
down, during a burglary of the 
station in June of 1959. 


Walton was convicted at Ash- 


down in August, 1959, but the 
state Supreme Court reversed 
the lower court's decision be- 
cause of an error in instructions 
to the jury. 


He was convicted again in 


July, 1960, and the state Su- 
preme Court turned down an 
appeal, but the U.S. Supreme 
Court sent the case back to the 
trial court. The U.S. Court said 
Walton's rights under the 14th 
amendment had been violated 
because he was not represented 
by counsel at his arraignment, 
when he allegedly confessed. 
The alleged confession was used 
as evidence at Walton's trial. 


A change of venue, from Ash- 


down to Nashville was granted 
for the third trial.
